For the next meeting the Biological! 
Society has invited Dr. D. P. Scecof i 
to speak on "The Structure of the 
Mitochondria and their Relation to 
the Punctldh of the Thyi'eold." This 
meeting will be held next Tuesday 
evening at 8.15 o'clock in the Biological 
Building, and is open to all Interested. 

In commenting on the topic of the 
address, the executive points out that 
there have been attempts made to as- 
sociate' variations in the number "and 
shape of mitochondria with alterations 
in the specialized activity of the 
cell, sucri as- production of secre- 
tion, participation in colloid ' for- 
mation, and.- other iiosslble ,. psycio- 
loglcal'.furib j| onsà|^eron^^ 
to indicatelthM^ 

perhaps'; ^participate in the basic cel- 
lular activities, such as metabolism 
and respiration. 

Dr. Seecof .has carried on researcli 
on this topic,' studying the variations 
in the tryreoids of cats, rats, ral>|bits, 
guinea pigs, pigeons, and ciiickens^ 
Ho found that the number, morpl}ology 
and distribution of the mitochondria 
in the thyreoid cell varied directly with 
the degree of hyperplasia or involution. 
Subsequent work showed similar 
changes occun-ing , in- normal thyreoid 
tissue. 

The speaker intends to illustrate fiiis 
discovery of the three types of cells In 
the thyreoid, wlilch arc named accord- 

'ITÏereï'^a*^^ 

rich, and initochonidrla poor cells. It 
is now assumetl thaft variations In the 
mitochondria exhert some Influence 
on the activity of the cell containing 
them, and constitute a delicate criter- 
ion for cellular changes. In the thy- 
reoid these are associated with hyper- 
activity. 

.Thoiifih these changes canriot be as- 
sociated with any specific activity of 
the. thyreoid celis, nor correlated with 
the kniow ciinical syndromes of thy- 
reoid disease, Dr. .Seecof will attempt 
lo Interpret their .significance.
